Dear Allen: 

After the discussion at the OCB meeting yesterday I got the 
feeling, which I have had from time to time at other meetings such 
as the NSC, that not enough people in the Government understand the 
complexities of the planning and operation of the Mutual Security 
Program or the long and arduous work put in by representatives of 
my office with those of the Department of State and the Department 
of Defense as our programs are developed. Incidentally, other 
departments participate from time to time in the conferences which 
are held during the various steps of planning. 

While this work is more or less continuous, it reaches its 
culmination in the data prepared for presentation to the appropriate 
Congressional committees. The accompanying books are those 
which were completed only a few days ago and delivered on the Hill, 

Naturally you cannot do more than look these books over 
cursorily, but let me refer you particularly to the volumes entitled 
"World Wide Summary Statements" and "Statistical Supplement" for 
a synopsis of the whole program. You might also want to look up 
one or two specific countries in which you have a special interest 
so that you can see how they are developed.
